As a result of AFL TV football, the Rams drew 63,000 
for the Bear game, normal attendance for this being up­ 
wards of 80,000, and the Lion affair drew 53,000 instead of 
65,000 and up like usual. The Rams' poor showing this year- 
did not have anything to do in the drop in sales and rev­ 
enues for Ram home games. The NFL team has had mis­ 
erable luck in the past, such as 1059, when they won only 
two games, and it didn't bother the attendance at all. In 
fact, the Rams broke some records last year in this depart­ 
ment. Therefore, it is sensible to assume that rival TV broad­ 
casts, regardless of time shown here in the west, have hurt 
the bank account of Dan Reeves, battling co-owner of the 
Rams.

In Defense of TV Games
In weeks to come, the Los Angeles Chargers will be at 

home and the Rams away. Hirsch and Co. will televise to 
the' West and the situation will be in reverse. Attendance 
for Charger games will suffer.

Neither the Rams nor the Chargers like this procedure. 
When either major domo of either club is interviewed, the 
story or quote is always the same: "Competition is healthy, 
they won't hurt us."- Just pure public relations hogwash. 
It's hurting them and they know it. The theory here is 
simple don't let the people (fans with dollars) know what 
you are really thinking.

Were NFL or AFL owners speaking for the football 
enthusiasts hero in Southern California they would be speak­ 
ing the truth. Competition is healthv and monopoly has no 
chance of becoming deeply rooted. When viewing a game in 
person or on TV, the fan should always be in a position to 
choose for himself. The away games piped into your homes 
created more interest and when there was no TV that 
Sunday you generally scurried down to the Coliseum and 
paid your way in. It's different now, you have your choice, 
get out of the house or sharpen your TV eyesight and see 
one on the tube.

ing the Chargers or other AFL teams play like prepsters 
Tn almost two months of action this reporter no longer feels 
that way. Tn .some instances teams of the junior circuit 
played better and more exciting football than their seniors 
in the older loop.
